WASHINGTON, March 10. 
President Roosevelt today ap- 
proved a joint Army-Navy agree- 
ment for participation of mem- 
bers of the armed forces in polit- 
ical campaigns, which apparently 
permits Lt. Comdr. Harold E. 
Stassen, former Governor of Min- 
nesota, to make an active cam- 
paign for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination but rules, in 
effect, that Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur could only accept the nomi- 
nation provided “such nomination 
is tendered without direct or in- 
direct activity or solicitation” by 
him. 

Interpretations of the agreement 
could not be obtained from the 
White House or the War and Navy 
Departments. The President told 
his press conference that the 
agreement was not directed at any 
ene pergon. 

Reporters, he observed, could not 
make a controversy out of it. He 
emphasized that the agreement 
had been prepared by Secretary 
of War Stimson and Secretary of 
the Navy Knox and that he had 
signed it at their joint request. 
He said he did not think there was 
a paragraph of news in the whole 
thing. 

Difference in Status. 

The apparent distinction in po- 
litical status of MacArthur and 
Stassen arises from the fact that 
the General, even though once re- 
tired, is carried on the “regular” 
establishment of the Army while 
Stassen is in the Navy reserve. 

As to “regular” members of the 
armed forces the agreement states: 

“A member of the regular com- 
ponents of the land or naval 
forces, while on active duty, may 
accept a nomination for public 
office, provided such nomination 
is tendered without direct or in- 
direct activity or solicitation on 
his part. He may then file such 
evidence of his candidacy as is re- 
quired by local law.

Skirmishes occurred between 
patrols at various points yester- 
day on the beachhead, one of 
them in the ravines of the Moletta 
River southwest of Carroceto. In 
another area British soldiers shot 
down an enemy fighter plane with 
gmall erms fire. 

Writing from the beachhead, 
George Tucker of the Associated 
Press said “some of the craftiest 
fighting of the campaign is taking 
place nightly between small bodies 
of men who roam the alleyway 
that separates the front lines, 
groping for each other’s throats 
and fighting it out with bare 
hands if necessary.” He indicated 
the opposing lines were about 700 
yards apart. 

Another front dispatch said Ger- 
man artillery has killed many 
wounded American infantrymen 
being transferred from ambu- 
lances to emergency dressing tents 
at advanced stations, and that a 
shuttle service for their evacua- 
tion from the front lines has been 
ordered. 

It. Col. William J. McCarty, 
Ulster, Pa. said the shelling was 
not intentional, but that most ad- 
vance first aid stations are 650 
near the front lines they auto- 
matically come under fire.

BEACHHEAD AGAIN

WITH THE ALLIED BEACH- 
HEAD FORCES AT ANZIO, 
March 4:(Delayed).—Gen. Sir Har- 
old Alexander, Allied commander 
in Italy, told war correspondents 
today after a tour of inspection 
that “things are very much better 
on the beachhead than when I was 
here last three weeks ago. 

“Then I said I was confident we 
would pull off this new landing 
behind the é¢nemy’s main front,” 
he continued. “Somebody implied 
that I was an unwise man to say 
that, but I was aboslutely confi- 
dent. 

“T was confident first, because 
we have magnificent men, Amer- 
ican and British; secondly, be- 
cause we have magnificent equip- 
ment, and third, because we have 
good leaders. 

“What is going to win is tough- 
ness, determination, guts and con- 
fidence. 

“We have first to put confidence 
in our own troops. When it comes 
down to a really bitter struggle 
where both sides are pretty evenly 
matched, the people with guts and 
determination are going to win a 
slogging match. 

“If we have these qualities—and 
above all confidence—then we 
shall win it. If we think we won't, 
we won't. [I say that because I 
don’t want people to have mistak- 
en ideas. The situation is not 
easy. I am quite confident that it 
will be all right now. 

“It has not, of course, gone as 
we originally had hoped. But once 
you have stopped, then it becomes 
a question of building up and 
slogging. 

“When we shail be able to break 
out of it is difficult to say, but 
other things are happening.”

Fleet headquarters announced 
that severa] formations of enemy 
bombers struck Wednesday: at 
Eniwetok and a spokesman said 
the target was Engebj islet, an air 
base. American forces completed 
the occupation of Eniwetok, in the 
Western Marshalls, Feb. 22. 

Where the planes came from 
was not stated, but the announce- 
ment added that on the day before 
the raid a Navy search plane shot 
down a Japanese bomber “be- 
tween Eniwetok and Truk.” Truk 
is 750 miles southwest of Eniwetok 
and there are other enemy bases 
in the Carolines still closer to the 
Marshalls.

TANK-KILLERS LED 
BY SENATOR'S SON 
HALTED GERMANS 


Maj. Austin’s Battalion 
Destroyed 25 Enemy 
Vehicles in Beachhead 
Battle Feb. 17. 


NEW YORK, March 10 (AP).— 
An American tank-destroyer bat- 
talion led by Maj. Edward L. 
Austin, son of Senator Warren R. 
Austin (Rep.), Vermont, halted 
the Nazi drive on the Anzio beach- 
head in Italy on Feb. 16-17, the 
New York Herald Tribune said 
today in a copyright dispatch from 
Homer Bigart on the beachhead 
south of Rome. 

The dispatch quoted Capt. James 
Legendre of New York, battalion 
officer, as saying the battalion 
had never encountered an enemy 
|tank until it arrived on the beach- 
head, but on one day alone—Feb. 
17—the crews sighted 30 to 40 
tanks and destroyed 25 and dam- 
aged others. 

Some of the tank-destroyer units 
were overrun by German infantry 
and tanks, but the main defense 
line held and drove the enemy 
back, Bigart said. His dispatch 
gave these details of the fighting: 

On the morning of Feb. 17, Ger- 
man Tiger tanks came down « 
road Jeading Nazi infantry and 
took concealment about 400 yards 
from where an American tank- 
destroyer was mired in the mud. 

The destroyer crew decided to 
fight it out and knocked out two 
Tigers before an &8&%millimeter 
shell hit the destroyer and set it 
afire. 

The explosion injured the Ser- 
geant and Pvt. Andrew Bombero- 
witch of Philadelphia and Pvt. 
Xavier Marquis of St. David, 
Maine, carried him out of danger. 

A half-mile away Pvt. Frank C. 
Bally of New York saw 100 Ger- 
mans enter a barn. He told the 
crew commander, Sgt. John Lowe, 
a Creek Indian from Holdenville, 
Ok., who easlier had destroyed 
three Mark IV's and damaged two 
Mark VI's. 

“We blasted the building like 
nobody's business,” Bally said. 
“Later some tanks went down and 
found a lot of dead Germans.” 

Lowe's company, commanded by 
Capt. Joe T. Carr, bagged 13 tanks. 
Three of these and a self-propelled 
gun were destroyed by Sgt. John 
Kirk of Nolan, W. Va.

Bar to Actual Division.

Bad Staff Work 

Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill got their wires 
badly crossed in the matter of division of the 
Italian Navy or, as it seems now, the President's 
casual statement on the subject at a press con- 
ference was quite incorrect, and Mr. Churchill, 
in a statement before the House of Commons, 
has put the record straight. Mr. Roosevelt at- 
tempted today to make it appear that his remarks 
were miginterpreted. 

It was on March 3 that the President said that 
discussions had been under way for several weeks 
on how to distribute the captured Italian Navy 
among Great Britain, Soviet Russia and the 
United States. He said the powers were about 
half-way toward a decision baged roughly on a 
third of the ships to each power. 

This statement kicked up considerable dust 
and much conjecture. In Italy, both Badoglio, 
who fancied the report ag a reflection on his 
theoretical status as a co-belligerent, and the 
Italian Socialists in Naples, protested. Greeks, 
French and Yugoslavs, all of whom have a rather 
intimate stake if Italian gpgils are to be passed 
aroynd, wanted to know where they came in. 

In London, Mr. Churchill prepared to face a 
wondering House of Commons and to perform 
the painful duty of reversing hig good friend, 
the President. This he manfylly did. In the 
politest of language, he said that the disposal 
of enemy or ex-enemy fleets had begt be left until 
the end of the war. In other words, the Italian 
fleet is not going to be whacked up. The point 
is, Russia has been asking for reinforcement of 
the Soviet Navy, just as Americans have re- 
inforced the British Navy, and vice yersa, and 
it wa@ thought Italian warships might he allo.- 
cated for that purpose. Now, it appears, even 
thig might not happen, but rather that Ameri- 
can and British ships will be employed. 

The Prime Minister underwent some pretty 
sharp and legitimate questioning. Members of 
the House wanted to know how it happens, in 
a matter of such importance, simultaneous and 
identical announcements should not be made from 
London and Washington., It is an inquiry a lot 
of people wohld like answered. Many Ameri- 
cans would like to know, too, why Mr. Churchill's 
speeches often contain new matter of the high- 
est interest, while the President's speeches gre 
largely deyoted to stale matter and generalities. . 

Mr. Churchill intfmated recently that what is 
needed ig @ meeting each month of the heads 
of the powerg but, since that is not feasible, 


certainly some plan should be worked out by © 


which the President and the Prime Minister could 
present a golid front on matters of information.

It Should Be Torn Up 


We think the tortured soldier-yote bill that. 
came out of conference should be torn up, thrown 
into the wastepaper basket and that Congress 
should start over to draft a new, simple and 
workable measure. 

The bill proyides that overseag members of 
the armed forces can be giyen a Federal ballot 
only if their home states accept it and if the 
states fail to make their own ballots ayailable 
before Oct. 1.

“Hereafter,” Jim- 
mu said when he established his capital, 
“the capital may be extended go as to 
embrace all the six cardinal points, and the 
eight cords may be covered go ag to form 
a root.” 

This conception, known as Hakko Ichiu, 
ig pe official policy of Japan, unalterable 
as jong as the Japanese imperial system 
exists. “The eo-prosperity sphere jin the 
Var Hest,” declared Fore inister Mat- 
suoka in a Diet session, “is based on the 
spirit of Hakko Ichiu, or the Eight Corners 
of the Universe Under One Roof.

The Ghosts That Hovered 


House and Senate conferees 


T 


HE soldier vote bill that finally came out of the committee of 


is almost as complicated as the 
income tax forms which millions of Americans are wrestling with 


in this last week before the deadline. 


There were reasonable, hard- 
working men on that committee 
who wanted a simple Federal bal- 
lot giving as many soldiers as 
possible the chance to vote, One 
of them was Representative Eu- 
gene Worley of Shamrock, Tex. 

He showed the greatest patience 
through the long-drawn-out dis- 
cussions in the conference room. 
But as Worley knew himself, he 
was arguing with a couple of 
ghosts that never quite material- 
ized into form tangible enough to 
hit at. J 


Dangerous Nonsense. 

One was the ghost of the Negro 
voter. It hovered over Congress- 
man Rankin’s chair making low, 
moaning noises at appropriate in- 
tervals. No one ever really talked 
about whether the simplified Fed- 
eral ballot would make it possi- 
ble for the Negroes to yote. But 
that was one of the chief rea- 
sons why the conference discus- 
gion was strung out to an in- 
terminable length. 

The other ghost was the fear 
which seems to haunt the Repub- 
licans that the men in uniform 
will all vote for the re-election of 
their Commander-in-Chief. The 
very fact that they are in uniform 
has apparently hypnotized them. 
As I said once before, this seems 
to me dangerous nonsense. But 
it haunted the minds of some con- 
ferees. 


Among the conferees themselves | 


there are as many opinions about 
the strange product of their con- 
ference as there were among the 
blind men who tried to size up 
the elephant. Congressman Ran- 
kin thinks it’s dandy. He says 
the registered voters of Mississip- 
Pi will all have ballots sent to 
them by the election officials of 
Mississippi. Somebody knows 
where all those soldiers are; they 
can find out their addresses. 


Along Comes Dewey. 


Senator Hatch of New Mexico, 
who in my opinion is one of the 
most fair-minded men in the Sen- 
ate, refused to sign the confer- 
ence report. He says the measure 


doesn't give a single soldier the | 


chance to vote without supplemen- 
tal state legislation. Will the 
states act? 

Here, of course, comes Gov. 
Dewey with a soldier vote mes- 
sage to the New York State Leg- 
islature that was aimed smack at 
the political campaign. He made 
his message a “States’ rights” 
document that 
much like New York as like the 
deep South. 

The proposal he put forward 
greatly simplifies the voting pro- 
cedure for New Yorkers serving 
fm the armed services abroad. 
They only have to send a postal 
card with their last home address 
and their APO address to get a 
ballot that will have all. the 
names on it from President to 
district school supervisor. 

But what the great and wealthy 
State of New York can do, other 
States either cannot or will not 
Go. In many states, special legis- 


sounded not s0' 


lative sessions will have to be 
called. That takes money. AS a 
matter of fact, one of the con- 
ference committee members who 
was a states’-righter expressed 
serious doubt as to whether the 
Legislature in his own state could 
or would meet. 

That is the big hole in the 
states’ rights argument. What 
the rich and powerful State of 
New York can manage with ezse, 
Arkansas may not be able to 
afford at all. ; 

And why haven’t the states 
acted before? Why has Dewey 
waited until the whole thing got 
into politics? The soldier vote law 
passed by Congress in September 
of 1942 was an invitation to the 
states to act in such a way that 
their soldiers could vote. But so 
far, only California has passed an 
adequate soldier vote law. 


To Veto or Not to Veto? 

Southern Democrats and Repub- 
licans will unite to put over the 
bill, as agreed pon, by a wide 
margin in the House. Apparently 
the same kind of coalition will 
function in the Senate. And 
others will go along, taking a 
crumb of comfort in the belief 
that since it is squarely up to 
the states, the states may now 
act, 

For the President the decision 
| will be difficult. If he vetoes it, 
'the veto will be more in sorrow 
than in anger. He has recently 
had a sharp lesson in what an 
angry veto message calls forth,

demonstrated that his gifts lie be- 
yond the realm of flute playing 
when he appeared as guest con- 
ductor of the St. Louis Philhar- 
monic Orchestra in Kiel Auditori- 
um last night. Under able direc- 
tion, the community’s amateur or- 
chestra had a distinctive mark of 
professionalism which made the

The principal offering was Bee- 
thoven’s spirited: Eighth Sym- 
phony, to which Torno gave genu- 
ine gusto and Beethovenesque 
character.

All Eyes on Reagan. 

Nearly everyone in attendance 
during the afternoon wanted to/ 
see. if Reagan really was as 
good as advertised, or whether 
Cleveland could stop him. While 
he wasn't exactly stopped, he was 
held to his 18-point average, made 
in 35 previous games, and while 
that in itself would not have de- 
feated Cleveland, his floor work 
was such the St. Louis boys spent 
as much time worrying about 
Reagan as they did about playing 
basketball; and three times the 
Orange and Biwe was caught 
napping as the redhead snapped 
the ball to mates for setups. Those 
six points spelled the difference 
between victory and defeat.

PHILADELPHIA, March 10 
(AP).—Net profit after income 
taxes, figured as a percentage of 
sales, Was highest in the photo- 
graphic equipment group and low- 
eat in the aircradt industry, among 
16 industrial groups surveyed in a 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion study of profits and opera- 
tions for 1936-1942, inclusive, it 
was disclosed yesterday.

STRICT IMPORT LIMIT 
ON SUGAR CANE LIQUOR 


WPB Seeks to Make More 
Molasses Available for 
Industria] Alcohol, 


WASHINGTON, March 10 (AP). 
—A War Production Board order 
today placed strict quota limits 
on imports of rum, gin, cordials 
and whiskies made from cane su- 
gar in Cuba, Mexico, Puerto Rico, 
the Virgin Islands and elsewhere; 
and the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration ruled that one type of al- 
coholic beverage produced in 
Cuba and Mexico and heretofore 
sold as gin will have to carry a 
new label. The latter order cut 
maximum prices for this particu- 
lar import, 

Government sources left no 
doubt that the actions were de- 
signed to curtail sugar cane dis- 
tillates for drinking purposes 
among the Southern neighbors so 
that greater quantities of mo- 
lasses might be available to pro- 
duce war-essential industrial alco- 


hol. 
Into Effect March 15, 

WPB'S order, which is effective 
March 15, is designed to level off 
the sharply rising rate of drink- 
ing imports from the south, hold- 
ing 1044 imports to approximate- 
ly the 1943 level. 

The order imposes controls on 
production in the United States 
and its territories and possessions 
by requiring each producer to get 
advance authorization from WPB. 


No importations will be author- 
ized for at least a 15-day period 
starting next Wednesday, in or- 
der to provide time for WPB to 
compile information on past and 
present volume of imports.

With Odd Appetite

OME of these days when Johnny and his 
S friends come marching home from. all 
corners of the globe, they will introduce 
culinary oddments which will make the old folks 
at home shake their

Aunts and uncles will throw up their hands 
in holy horror at the very thought of such South 
Sea Island heathen fare, but when the dish is 
on the table, this or that aunt will sniff and 
say: “Land’s sake, it’s nothing but a suckling 
pig! What do you have to go to a cannibal 
island to learn about that for?”

TRUE—JUST A SUCKLING or young pig—or 
maybe only a half or a quarter of a young 
grunter—but the South Sea island is represented 
in the sauce of exotic splendor and as it is 
spooned out by the returned warrior, the aunts 
and uncles will admit there may be something a 
little bit different, after all, and very good. 

Now, the real truth about a South Sea island 
young pig feast is that the pig is roasted much 


as in America, but the difference lies in the : 


gravy. The pig itself is rubbed with salt, onion 
and (if you like) garlic. And then is roasted 
with frequent basting until tender and done.

Bernadette, "Story of Faith" 
“THE SONG OF BERNADETTE,” which opened yesterday 


at the AMBASSADOR, is advertised as “a story of faith.” 
The faith was that of Bernadette, a peasant girl of Lourdes, 
France, in the last century, to whom it waa given to fulfill @ 
miraculous destiny in the history of her church. 
Woe Bernadette, the illiterate and sickly daughter of 
. poor people, was walking in the woods one day 
with two girl friends. The two friends waded 
across a creek to gather firewood. Bernadette, 
wandering about in waiting for their return, 
rested in an alcoye formed of trees and rocks 
in a hillside.

New Drugs

AM grateful that I have lived 
[ions enough to see a dream of 

my youth become a reality. 
When I was a medical student and 
young hospital interne we—my 
colleagues and IJ—used to specu- 
late on some chemical which 
would enter the blood and kill off 
germs without injuring the body 
cells, Salvarsan, which came in 
my time, did the trick for syphilis, 
but the nearest we came to any- 
thing for ordinary germs was mer- 
curochrome, which we used to 
give for blood poisoning. It ended 
the lives of only about twice as 
many blood poison. victims as 
would have gone ordinarily, and 
the experience made us suspicious. 

x *« * 


Then came the sulfa drugs with 
their overwhelming success in just 
this field, and now a new drug, 
penicillin, which seems to be in 
many ways even better than the 
sulfa drugs. It seems ‘to me a 
great credit to the medical profes- 
sion that right at the time they 
had found a germicidal drug 
which worked in vivo, when an- 
other came along they started 
with equal enthusiasm to go over 
all the same clinical investigations 
on the new one. 

We were told a decade ago that 
no new medical discoveries would 
be made by accident — only by 
planned experiment—but the dis- 
covery of penicillin was an acci- 
dent, In 1929 Dr. Alexander Flem- 
ing, a London bacteriologist, no- 
ticed that some of his plate cul- 
tures of the germ staphylococcus 
(the pus producer) were contami- 
nated by a mold, and that on the 
plates where the mold grew, the 
staphylococci did not grow. Fol- 
lowing this up he identified the 
mold as Penicillium natatum and 
showed that on both cultures it 
displayed an inhibitory action on 
a number of germs both outside 
and inside the animal body. 

Since then researches have ad- 
vanced our knowledge of this prod- 
uct by leaps and bounds. A suit- 
able method of making a potent 
extract was found, the proper 
strength, or dosage, of the drug 
was determined, its toxic, or dan- 
gerous aspects ‘recorded, and its 
administration was found to be 
effective only if given by vein, or 
into the muscle, or topically ap- 
plied to an open ‘wound, The world 
generally does not. realize how 
much of this preliminary spade 
work has to be done before a new 
preparation can be tried out clin- 


ically, te a 


I know little about penicillin, 
even how to pronounce it, because 
it is not yet generally available for 
civilian practice, but many hospi- 
tal centers of investigation have 
shown in what kinds of infections 
it is valuable, 

First come the pus infections 
with staphylococci. The sulfa 
drugs are effective against pneu- 
monia germs (pneumococci) and 
streptococci, which cause certain 


“kinds of blood poisoning, but not 


very effective against staphylo- 
cocci, Now for staphylococci boils, 
carbuncles, infected bone (osteo- 
myelitis), middle ear disease and 
several other forms of staphylo- 
coccic infection, penicillin is an 
effective killer. For these it has 
been called bacterial dynamite. 

Against pneumonia and menin- 
gitis and gonococci infection it is 
also very effective. 

Also against a number of rare 
infections of only occasion! inter- 
est to the layman—the gas-forming 
germ, bacillus Welchii, anthrax, 
lock-jaw, bacillus subtilis, etc. It 
has been favorably reported in the 
on of a few cases of syph-

“Geez,” a boy with a Brooklyn 
accent addressed his buddy, 
“them’s American goils.” 

“We shore are, fellah,” laughed 
Kay Curtis of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
captain of the crew of American 
Red Cross girls stationed at this 
Scottish port to see that our boys 
from home get something to eat 
and a tummy full of hot coffee 
before starting their lon F train 
journeys southward into England.

O matter what the hour or the 

weather, the Red Cross dock 

workers are always on hand to 
welcome our boys when they 
march down the gangplank. And 
always the story is the same. The 
steaming coffee and doughnuts 
are forgotten temporarily while 
the men give way to amazement 
at seeing their first American 
girls on foreign soil, 


“I’ve had boys pass their can- 
teen cups through the train win- 
dows for their third and fourth 
cups of coffee and yell for the 
third and fourth round of dough- 
nuts,” says Clubmobile Capt. Kay 
Curtis in a soft southern drawl 
that is at strange odds with the 
executive flair she exhibits for 
managing these dock operations 
which often involve the feeding of 
many thousands of troops a week. 
“It's not that the boys are so 
starved for coffee and doughnuts 
after their ocean voyage, it’s just 
an excuse to get you back to the 
train window so they can talk to 
an American girl, 

As captain of the dock crew, 
Kay Curtis leads a rugged exis- 
tence. So do the girls that work 
under her, Often they roll out of 
their bunks at their hostel before 
sunup; pile back into these bunks 
around midnight, after serving 
thousands of doughnuts and hun- 
dreds of gallons of coffee in a day.

Hunter, also of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
who gave up a job as a surgeon's 
assistant to join the American Red 
Cross, “the thrill of hearing those 
boys all yelling ‘what state ya’ 
from?” is the greatest music on 
earth.” 

“And,” says Barbara “Bobby” 
Lewis of Fayetteville, N. V. who 
was a practicing architect back 
home, “when the soldiers march 
down that gangplank and spy us, 
it takes a moment for the fact 
that we’re American girls to sink 
in. And then comes the comedy. 
They grin and try to tip their tin 
hats—which is a “vm J tough job 
in case you've ever tried to tip a 
tin hat anchored under the chin 
with a leather strap.” 

Capt. Kay Curtis, who was a re- 
porter on the Chattanooga News 
Free Press, Judy Hunter and Bob- 
by Lewis, are the “regulars” of 
the American Red Cross dock crew 
at this particular British port..The 
balance of the crew changes every 
two weeks, but Kay, Judy and 
Bobby stay on to superintend op- 
erations and gee that the new crews 
are initiated into the fool-proof* 
routine that insures every Ameri- 
can boy who steps off a troop 
transport at least one canteen 
cup. of American coffee, two 
doughnuts, a package of cigarettes 
and a package of chewing gum 

Life at the “Sinker Club,” the 
hostel where the Red Cross dock 
workers live while drudging out 


their two weeks of dock opera- 
tions, is something like being con- 
fined to a fairly comfortable nut- 
hatch. The minute a Red Cross 
gal sets foot in the door, she’s 
handed a nickname, such as the 
one saddled on “Bobby” Lewis 
who's called “Spike-head” Lewis 
because she appeared at meal time 
with her hair spit-curled on bobby 
pins. Baggage is strewn about the 
house, once a Scotch home now 
under lease to the American Red 
Cross, and the girls sleep in dou- 
ble-decker bunks in a dormitory on 
the second floor in what was once 
the master-bedroom of the house. 
Attire at mealtime is anything a 
gal happens to have on when the 
mess-gong rings and evenings when 
there are no dock operations are 
spent sitting around the fireplace 
writing letters to the folks back 


home,

ag | ECHNICALLY a service of 
the Clubmobile Department 
of the American Red Cross, 
the Clubmobile girls who man the 
dock crews in stretches of two 
weeks are known as Rangers. 
“But,” says Capt. Kay Curtis, 
“there's no ranging to a dock ‘job. 
You get up early in the morning 
to have the doughnuts and coffee 
ready for the first tenderload of 
boys they take off the transport 
and you stay on that dock handing 
out doughnuts and coffee all day 
and sometimes far into the night.

In the 
following deal, for example, 
North's five-plus honor tricks cost 
his side 1400 points! 

North, dealer. 


Both sides vulnerable. 


the 10 of spades, 
and declarer (North) ended up 
with exactly seven tricks toward 
his 12-trick contract! 


I have said that North’s posses- 
sion of a huge hand cost his side 
1400 points, but to this impressive 
amount must be added what 
North-South lost by not playing 
the hand at six nonds, which 
would have been a laydown by 
virtue of a successful spade 
finesse. It is also reasonable to 
argue that South could have saved 
1200 points from the wreck by go- 
ing to seven diamonds—if North 
permitted him to play that con- 
tract! As South himself later put 
it, however, he felt that he already 
had warned North enough, and if, 
by a miracle, North could make 
six no trump whereas South would 
have to go down at seven dia- 
monds, another takeout would 
force South to leave town to es 
cape hig partner’s wrath. 


I do not mean to imply that I 
approve of this sort of reason for 
a bid or a pass, but the fact re- 
mains that North was the one who 
was largely responsible for the 
debacle. Later, he mumbled some- 
thing about not having wanted to 
let the opening lead go through 
his ace-queen of spades, but this 
was scarcely a sound reason for 
insisting on a no trump contract.
